44. (Currently amended) A composition comprising a 
supercritical extract [ [s] ] of FIob Lonicerae and Fructus 
Forsythiae, an aqueous extract [[from]] of Floa Lonicerae and 
Fructus Forsythiae, aqueous extract of Radix Scutellariae, and 
a suitable carrier.

.Radix Scutellariae and 23-125 parts of excipients.

50. (Currently amended) A composition as in claim 4? f further 
comprising about 1.3 percent to 1,6 percent of chlorogenic

51. {Currently amended) The composition of claim 45, wherein 
said extract or combination of extracts has antiviral activity * 
against [ [h] ] Herpes I virus and [ [h] ] Herpes II virus, 

52. (Currently amended) An antibacterial composition of claim 
45, wherein said extract or combination of extracts has 
antibacterial activity against Bacillus cereus, [ [s] ] shigella 
shigae and Bacillus coli Escherichia coli . 

53. (Currently amended) An ant i- anaphylaxis composition of 
claim 45, wherein said extract or combination of extracts can 
inhibit ileum contraction induced by histamine, 

54. (Currently amended) An ant i- inflammatory composition of 
claim 45, wherein said exfe^ ct— or combination of extracts can 
inhibit leukotaxis, xylene -induced inflammation and albumen- 
induced inflammation. 

55. (Currently amended) An antifebrile composition of claim 45, 
wherein said extrac t — ea?— combination of extracts can inhibit 
typhoparatyphoid A and B- induced pyrexy.
